Katrina Relief Message from 
the Alabama Section Manager 
[From the ARES E-Letter, December 21,2005] 


During our nation’s unprecedented hurricane 
relief efforts, Amateur Radio and the ARRL 
stepped up and delivered a vital public service. 
For 37 days, more than 200 radio amateurs 
from 35 states and Canada deployed to the 
field through the American Red Cross 
processing center in Montgomery, Alabama. 


The storm surge damaged infrastructure, left 
people homeless, and knocked out power, 
sealing off communications. But as Katrina 
subsided, another massive surge took its 
place: the immense and sustained recovery 
activity of the Amateur Radio community to 
assist impacted people and relief agencies. 


Amateurs of all kinds voluntarily deployed to 
Mississippi counties, communities and towns 
to set up stations at kitchens, shelters and 
operations centers. They provided critical 
communications, passing hundreds of 
messages in and around the devastated 
region. Amateurs selflessly served in many 
capacities, working long hours, living in terrible 
conditions, contending with heat, bugs, ants, 
and worse. 
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The Montgomery operation supplied amateurs 
to The Salvation Army, American Red Cross, 
church and religious organizations, emergency 
management agencies and emergency 
operations centers. 


My experiences affirmed that radio amateurs 
are much more than hobbyists. They created 
interoperable emergency communication 
systems where there were none and saved 
lives as aresult. Moreover, they brought the 
love of a hobby, and a variety of 
communications, contesting, training, and 
public service skills. Most of all, they applied 
the amateur "can do" spirit. 


It was a pleasure meeting hundreds of these 
amateurs. My appreciation and admiration 
extends to all Amateur Radio operators who 
served in this massive effort.

FCC’s Response to ARRL’s BPL Complaint 
[excerpt from The ARRL Letter, 12/23/2005] 


In a strongly worded letter to the FCC, the League 
has once again asked the Commission to shut 
down the Manassas, Virginia, BPL system 
because it's still causing harmful interference to 
Amateur Radio and otherwise does not comply 
with FCC Part 15 rules. The December 19 letter 
from ARRL General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, 
was in response to a November 30 letter from 
Spectrum Enforcement Division Chief Joseph 
Casey, who suggested further cooperation 
between the complaining radio amateurs and the 
city-owned BPL system. [...] 


"These meetings have not produced any solution 
to the interference problem but have, instead, 
created the illusion that the problem is being 
addressed,” Imlay wrote. Ham radio complaints of 
interference from the BPL system date back to 
early 2004. "This system should have been taken 
off the air long ago, pending reconfiguration or re- 
engineering of it," he added, "and the only 


operating that it should be doing is for purposes of 
interference testing.” 


Communication Technologies (COMTek) operates 
the BPL system over the municipally owned 
electric power grid using Main.net equipment on 
frequencies between 4 MHz and 30 MHz. The 
League said the FCC has not discharged its "most 
fundamental obligation" to prevent or resolve 
interference issues involving the Manassas 
system, which, the League charged, only remains 
operating "because the Commission, for political 
reasons, has consistently refused to enforce its 
rules with respect to BPL.” [...] 


Imlay says that at a December 13 meeting, 
COMTek and the City of Manassas "openly 
acknowledged the interference to amateur 
stations" but claimed that until a month or so 
earlier, they had been unable to "notch" amateur 
allocations because they didn't yet have the 
equipment to do so. "By the admission of 
COMTek, the capability of reducing interference in 
this system does not exist,” Imlay noted. 


Previous meetings between the complaining radio 
amateurs and the BPL operator "produced no 
measurable results," Imlay contended, referring to 
the response of Donald Blasdell, W4HJL, to Casey 
on December 9. At one point in the system, 
interference was reported at S9 plus 40 dB on 
typical ham gear. "That level precludes virtually all 
Amateur Radio communications," he asserted. 


Imlay took the opportunity to again point out that 
the Manassas BPL system is out of compliance 
with §15.615(a) because its operator failed to 
provide full information to the public BPL database 
by the November 19 deadline. [...] 


Field tests conducted by Manassas radio amateurs 
established that the city's BPL system "was an 
interference generator at distances of hundreds of 
feet from the modems on overhead power lines,” 
the ARRL told the FCC October 13. "It was also, 
incidentally, determined that the system was 
susceptible to interference from nearby radio 
transmitters operating between 4 and 20 MHz,” the 
League added.

The ARRL has filed an objection to a petition 
by commercial interests Octatron Inc. and 
Chang Industries Inc. to waive Part 15 to 
accommodate the unlicensed analog video 
and audio surveillance products under 
development, slated for operation in the 902 - 
928 MHz band Amateur allocation (ET Docket 
05-356). The League points out that the 
devices, as proposed, cannot meet the 
requirements of Part 15, and the petitioners’ 
assertions that they will not cause harmful 
interference are entirely unsupported.

The SS Red Oak Victory will be on the air 
between 10:00 and 14:00 on 500 kHz 
commercial frequencies as KYVM, with other 
historical stations including KPH (Pt.

"Mr. Speaker, | rise today to recognize the contributions 
of American citizens who are members of the Amateur 
Radio Relay League, known as HAM radio operators. 
Citizens throughout America dedicated to this hobby, a 
hobby that some people consider old- fashioned or 
obsolete, were true heroes in the aftermath of Hurricane 
Katrina as they were often the only line of 
communication available into the storm-ravaged areas. 
Amateur radio operators are often overlooked in favor of 
flashier means of communication. As communities 
across the Gulf Coast and America learned this year, 
technology can be highly vulnerable. HAM radios, 
entirely self-contained transmitters, require no cell 
towers or Satellites, simply a battery and a strip of wire 
as an antenna. Just as after major earthquakes, 
tornadoes, and the terrorist attacks of 9/11, HAM 
operators around the country received an alert to stand 
by their radios to listen for calls for assistance. Following 
Hurricane Katrina, when cell phones and email were 
useless, a HAM operator located in Connecticut alerted 
authorities about a woman trapped for 4 days without 
food or water and a Coast Guard Auxiliary in Cleveland 
arranged for a Medevac for a woman in labor in New 
Orleans. These are just a few examples of the many 
lives that were saved with the critical intervention of 
HAM operators throughout the country. Now more than 
ever, | am proud to be a licensed amateur radio 
operator. It is important to realize that every HAM radio 
operator in The Amateur Radio Emergency Service is a 
volunteer. This year, when disaster struck, hundreds of 
HAMs moved to the Gulf Coast to help in every way 
they could. Every one of which did so on a volunteer 
basis, and their only goal was to assist in what became 
one of the worst natural disasters in America. The 
dedication displayed by HAM radio operators in the 
aftermath of Hurricane Katrina sets a tremendous 
example for us all. The people whose lives were 
rescued as a result of the tireless dedication of HAM 
radio operators will forever be grateful to these selfless 
public servants."

President’s Soapbox

April this year brings the 100th anniversary of 
the Great San Francisco Earthquake. There 
will be fanfare, celebrations, politicians making 
speeches, and experts pontificating. It is a 
good time for each of us to reassess our 
preparedness for the next large earthquake, 
both on a personal level and as potential 
auxiliary communicators. How well is your 
residence prepared for a seismic event? Is 
your home bolted down, are heavy objects 
secured, do you and your family have survival 
supplies and a plan? Is your radio equipment 
ready for use, are you signed up and trained 
with your local RACES/ARES group? There is 
still a 70% chance of a magnitude 7 or greater 
earthquake in the Bay Area in the next 30 
years. Take some time to think about it, and 
see if you can be better prepared. 


The FCC has announced that it intends to 
leave the Amateur Service in the Wireless 
Telecommunications Bureau when it 
reorganizes to create a new Public Service 
and Homeland Security Bureau. There was 
some speculation that our service would go 
into the new Bureau’s organization, but the 
Commission intends to leave us where we are. 


The FCC has not yet acted on the proposal to 
eliminate the Morse Code requirement for any 
Amateur License Class, as of this writing. If 
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you have a CSCE for Element 3 that is nearing 
it's expiration date (365 days), and you have 
not taken a stab at the code test, it might be a 
good idea to start studying. We will be holding 
a VE exam session on Sunday, April 23, 9:00

for all elements at that session.

California Public Utilities Commission 
Approves BPL Regulations 


[Excerpt from the 4/29/06 ARRL Letter] 


Saying that broadband over power line (BPL) will 
bring Internet access to "underserved 
communities," the California Public Utilities 
Commission (CPUC) has adopted regulatory 
guidelines for electric utilities and companies that 
wish to develop BPL projects in that state. While 
the Commission's BPL guidelines include a 
requirement to maintain the safety and reliability of 
the electric distribution system, the state agency 
has no jurisdiction over radio frequency 
interference, which received no mention in the 
PUC's news release. ARRL Laboratory Manager 
Ed Hare, W1RFI, points out that the utility industry 
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still must meet another tier of federal regulations 
that govern permitted BPL signal levels and 
interference issues. 


"Although this action addresses how BPL 
operators will be responsible to state regulators, it 
does not address any of the technical problems 
with BPL in any way," Hare observed. "Utilities will 
still have to carefully choose BPL vendors with a 
proven track record of preventing interference 
complaints." 


The CPUC said it wants to foster BPL deployment 
to solve the "last mile" problem of broadband 
delivery and to increase consumer choice in 
broadband providers. "BPL has the potential to 
bring broadband Internet services to communities 
who do not have broadband service available 
today from the telephone companies or cable 
companies," said CPUC President Michael R. 
Peevey. 


One commissioner suggested that BPL faces an 
uphill battle. "This is a nascent technology with 
technological, market, and financial hurdles before 
it," commented CPUC member John Bohn. "By 
removing unnecessary regulations from its path, 
we free BPL entrepreneurs to invest and take the 
risks they want, while protecting ratepayers from 
any downside." 


ARRL CEO David Sumner, K1ZZ, said that while 
the League's concern is with BPL interference and 
not with BPL's viability in the broadband 
marketplace, "it's odd to see the California PUC 
echoing the pro-BPL rhetoric that was coming out 
of the FCC two years ago and that is so 
demonstrably wrong today." Sumner points out 
that BPL has been around for years now, and 
"after all the hype," the most-recent FCC statistics 
show no more than about 4000 BPL lines in 
service across the US. 


"The California PUC would better serve its citizens 
by focusing on more capable broadband 
technologies, such as fiber and wireless, that do 
not have the potential to disrupt radio 
communication," Sumner concluded. 


The policy the CPUC adopted April 27 stemmed 


from a draft developed by CPUC member Rachelle 
Chong, a former FCC commissioner.

Kudos to the Red Oak Victory 
Amateur Radio Club (ROVARC) 


In September 2005, four members of ROVARC 
began working to get the ship's original radio room 
equipment operational and licensed for commercial 
operation. Alan Craddock brought together a team 
of Tom Horsfall, Steve Hawes and Jean Moran for 
the project. After months of talks with the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC), Jean was 
able to have the ship's Merchant Marine radio call 
sign (KYVM) reissued. While Jean was working on 
the commercial license procedure, Steve and Tom 
began repairing the FT-106 console that houses 
the ship's original radio equipment. All this 
equipment is now operational, including a separate 
Vietnam era HF AM transmitter and receiver. On 
February 26, 2006, KYVM was officially brought 
back to life with Morse code transmissions to and 
from historical radio station KPH, located in 
Bolinas, CA. Since that historic date, KYVM has 
been on the air weekly with Alan Craddock, Steve 
Hawes and Tom Horsfall transmitting from the 
radio room of the Red Oak Victory. 


During the first weekend in June of this year, 
ROVARC (using the call signs NY6CI & KEYVM) 
participated in the annual Museum Ships Amateur 
Radio Special Event sponsored by the USS New 
Jersey, NJ2BB (original call NYCI). For the last 
four years ROVARC has been the West Coast 
leader in contacts (QSOs) for an afloat shipboard 
Station. This year was no exception, as close to 
550 QSOs were made. About 25 QSOs were 
made using the original WWII radio room 
equipment with Morse code mode. Two QSOs 
were made with the Vietnam era AM equipment. 
New for this year was a PSK-31 station, where 
about 80 QSOs were made. The aft Amateur 
Radio room, located in the aft ammunitions 
compartment, made about 440 QSOs using 
modern SSB equipment.

For June 2006, the W6CUS packet BBS 
received 508 incoming bulletins. The daily 
average was 24.2; highest day was 46; and 
lowest day was 0.

FCC INVITES COMMENTS 
ON KATRINA PANEL RECOMMENDATIONS 
[excerpt from The ARRL Letter, 07/14/06] 


Comments are due Monday, August 7, in 
response to an FCC Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making (NPRM) regarding recommendations of 
the independent panel that reviewed 
Hurricane Katrina's impact on 
communication systems (EB Docket 06-119). 


"The Commission, in this proceeding, is fo 
take the lessons learned from this 
disaster and build upon them to promote 
more effective, efficient response and 
recovery efforts as well as heightened 
readiness and preparedness in the future,” 
the FCC said. 


The FCC asked if it should explore 
amending its rules to permit automatic 
grants of certain types of waivers or 
special temporary authority (STA) in 
declared disaster areas. After last year's 
devastating hurricanes, the FCC issued a 
handful of STAs to permit licensees 
lacking HF privileges to operate on HF for 
emergency purposes. 


The NPRM further offered three specific 
areas for consideration: Waiver of Amateur 
Radio and license-exempt rules, permitting 
transmissions necessary to meet essential 
communications needs; waiver of 
application filing deadlines; anda 
streamlined STA process. [See www. fcc.gov]

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NEW EMERGENCY COMMUNICATIONS BILL 
INCLUDES ROLE FOR HAMS 
[excerpt from The ARRL Letter, 07/29/06] 


A bill to enhance emergency communication 
at the Department of Homeland Security 
(DHS) includes Amateur Radio operators as 
Part of an overall effort to provide 
interoperability among responders. The 
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21st Century Emergency Communications Act 
of 2006 (HR 9852), an amendment to the 
Homeland Security Act of 2002, passed the 
US House this week on a 414-2 vote and has 
gone to the Senate. Its Sponsor, Rep. 
David G. Reichert (R-WA), who chairs the 
Subcommittee on Emergency Preparedness, 
Science and Technology, says his 
legislation is designed "to improve the 
ability of emergency responders to 
communicate with each other 
[interoperably]." 


"Until the events of September 11, 2001, 
many people in this nation believed and 
assumed that first responders from 
different disciplines and jurisdictions 
could actually talk to each otherze 
Reichert, a former police officer, told 
the House in support of his bibles eae 
wasn't happening. It is still not 
happening today. Unfortunately, that was 
not the case then, and, as demonstrated by 
the inadequate responses to Hurricane 
Katrina, that is not the case today.) 


Reichert told shis colleagues that the 
inability of first responders to 
communicate with each another effectively 
led to the loss of many lives along the uS 
Gulf Coast. last year.s "Thiseds simply 
unacceptable," he said. 


His measure also would require the DHS to 
strengthen its efforts to improve 
emergency communications. HR 5852 calls 
for Amateur Radio Operators to be part of 
a "Regional Emergency Communications 
Coordination Working Group" (RECC Working 
Group) that would be attached to each 
regional Department of Homeland Security 
office. .ThesPEcEe Working Groups would 
advise federal and state homeland security 
officials. 


In addition to radio amateurs, membership 
in the) RECC Working Groups would include 
State and local officials; law 
enforcement, first responders such as fire 
departments; 911 centers; hospitals; 
ambulance services; communications 
equipment vendors, telephone, wireless 
satellite, broadband and cable service 
Providers; public utilities; broadcasters; 
emergency evacuation transit services; 
state emergency managers, homeland 
security directors or representatives of 
state administrative agencies; local 
emergency managers or homeland security 
directors, and "other emergency response 
providers or emergency support providers 
as deemed appropriate."

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ARRL Frequency Measuring Test 
Mike Fahmie, WA6ZTY 


As | mentioned at a recent EBRC meeting, | 
will be assisting ARRL in this year’s Frequency 
Measuring Test (FMT) by providing a signal for 
West Coasters to measure since low sunspot 
propagation has not been favoring the signal 
from W1AW. Because my station is in Albany, 
local Amateurs will have an edge over the 
more distant competitors due to the strong 
groundwave signal, which will lack ionospheric 
Doppler effects. 


The object of the contest is to make the most 
accurate frequency measurement of either (or 
both) W1AW and WA6ZTY's transmissions. A 
listing of results will appear in a subsequent 
edition of QST. The transmission format 
begins with a series of QST's, followed by 
three 60 second keydown measuring periods, 
each ending with a train of dits. Finally, we 
end with a series of V's and station ID. 


The W1AW transmission will begin at 6:45 
p.m. Pacific Time on Wednesday, November 
15th. Their 40 meter frequency will be 
somewhere between 7038 KHz and 7040 KHz. 
The WA6ZTY transmission will begin 45 
minutes later at 7:30 p.m. The frequency will 
be somewhere between 7028 KHz and 7030 
KHz. The object is to measure exactly where. 
W1AW will also be on the 160 and 80 

meter bands, though | doubt we'll hear them 
here. | will be running about 400 watts output 
into a dipole, so there will be no problems 
hearing me! 


There are many ways to make precise 
measurements, especially if you have a 
laboratory full of expensive equipment, but you 
can do pretty well with less sophisticated gear. 
An upcoming QST article (November issue) 
will describe a simple technique.

Some experimental BBS computer exchanging 
resulted in the loss of accurate data for the last 
four days of August (however, the BBS was not 
off the air for very long). For August 1-27, 
2006, the W6CUS packet BBS received 641 
incoming bulletins. The daily average was 
23.7; highest day was 68; and lowest day was 
0. Of the 641 bulletins, 69 were generated by 
US packet stations, and the remaining 572 
were generated in various foreign countries.

We are 
looking forward to some new faces on the 
Board of Directors, and perhaps a different 
direction from our new president. We will see 
what 2007 will bring. 


The club has gone back to school. Along with 
ORCA and ARCA, we are teaching a General 
radio class, at the West Contra Costa Adult 
School. It is great to have three clubs 
participating together in teaching this class. 
We have students from previous EBARC 
classes, and from around the Bay Area. The 
class is going really well. 

We are contemplating running a Morse code 
class, in the spring semester at the West 
Contra Costa Adult School, since it doesn't 
look like the FCC will be acting on Morse code 
any time soon. If you would be interested in 
taking or teaching such a class, please let us 
know. 


The VE team from EBARC, ORCA, and ARCA 
held our most recent test session on Sunday, 
October 22, 9 a.m., at the Kaiser 
Administration Building, 1950 Franklin Street, 
in Oakland. We had seven candidates, and we 
now have five new Technician Class licensees 
and one new Amateur Extra Class. 


Our club station manager has confirmed 
reports that the ramp leading into the radio 
room is in need of repair. We're working on a 
plan of action, and we will report more to you 
in the future. We will probably need a work 
party to do some replacement work and other 
assorted chores around the club station. 


On the national front, there is some news to 
report. After a long wait, the FCC has issued a 
Report and Order on the so-called "omnibus" 
Amateur Radio proceeding, WT Docket 04 -- 
140, released October 10. This proceeding 
does NOT address the Morse Code issue, but 
does address several housekeeping issues in 
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Part 97. The new rules become effective 30 
days after publication in the Federal Register. 
Among the highlights in the Report and Order, 
the FCC expanded certain phone subbands; 
agreed to allow Novice and Technician Plus 
licensees to operate CW in the General class 
CW side bands on 80, 40, 15 and 10 m; 
deleted the frequency bands and segments 
specified for Radio Amateur Civil Emergency 
Service (RACES) stations; permitted auxiliary 
stations to transmit on portions of the 2M band; 
and clarified that "amateur stations may, at all 
times and on all frequencies authorized to the 
contro! operator, make transmissions 
necessary to meet essential communication 
needs and to facilitate relief actions." The 
complete text is available for viewing as a PDF 
file on the FCC website. The ARRL has 
applauded the FCC's release of this Docket, 
and is requesting member input regarding this 
FCC action. 


The League has also notified the US District 
Court of Appeals — DC Circuit that it's 
appealing certain aspects of the FCC's Part 15 
rules governing broadband over power line 
(BPL) systems. The League is asking the 
court to review the Part 15 rules that were 
changed to accommodate BPL systems. More 
information is available on the ARRL website. 


We are planning to run a swap meet after the 
business meeting in November. Bring your 
surplus equipment, spare radios, extra books, 
or other ham radio related stuff that you want 
to get rid of; or bring cash to purchase 
something that you always wanted. 10% of all 
sales are donated to the club. Everything to 
do with the swap, including set up, will be done 
after the meeting (one more good reason to 
get the business meeting over and done with. 
ha ha.) 


On a personal note, | would like to thank all of 
the EBARC members who gave so generously 
of their time and effort this year. Thank you to 
everyone who volunteered to serve at a public 
service event. Your efforts are really 
appreciated by your fellow hams and by the 
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organizations that we provide communications 
for. Thanks to all of my fellow board members 
who always give their best for the best 
interests of the club. Thank you to everyone 
who helped out on Field Day; the setup crew, 
the operators, our publicity crew, everyone 
who brought food and beverage, and everyone 
who helped take it all down and put it all away 
for next year. And let's not forget our Field 
Day Chairman; wow! To our members, | would 
just like to say thank you for four great years 
as your club president. It's been a privilege to 
serve you, and I'll still be around on the Board 
putting my two cents worth in.

Jack Burris, K6JEB, 
Introduces Himself 


[severely adapted from the October 2006 issue 
of the 4Cs Communicator - Editor] 


| grew up mostly in rural Minnesota. | got into 
ham radio somewhere between Boy Scouts 
and SWLing. My first receiver was purchased 
with funds | earned painting a barn one hot 
summer. My first antenna creation was the 
magnet wire from a TV coil | unwound and 
strung around the family's ten acres. 


| borrowed some records to learn Morse Code. 
Between that and copying signals off the air, 
and W1AW Code Practice, | picked-up CW as 
well as operating procedures. When my family 
moved to Southern New Jersey | spotted a 
triband antenna. | knocked on the door and 
thus began the journey to really taking my 
novice exam (Swom CW sending and receiving 
and a written exam). Harry, WA2DHD was a 
great Elmer. He lent me an old crystal 
controlled Globe Scout transmitter and | was 
on the air. My friends and |, mostly sixth, 
seventh, and eighth graders; all got our 
licenses so we could gab late into the night 
and not worry about our parents becoming 
irked about us clogging up the phone line. 

Within a month | headed up to New York City 
and took my General exam at the FCC office 
and passed. 


| really got into CW, contesting, DXing, and 
building antennas and gear out of scrounged 
components. Being a teenager meant being 
on a non-existent budget - something to keep 
in mind when attracting young blood to the 
Amateur Radio Service. 


My family moved back to Minnesota in 1985 
and not long after that, | graduated from high 
school and started attending college at St 
Cloud State University for Electrical 
Engineering. | had already joined the Army 
Reserve as an Infantryman as well as ROTC 
by that time. | should mention that during this 
time | also passed my Advanced and then 


Extra license (1987) and became "NZOC". So | 
was involved with Army MARS. | also ran one 
of the nightly nets for the Minnesota Slow 
Speed Net to help train folks in the art and 
science of traffic handling. 


| think around my second year in college | got 
wanderlust. | joined the regular army and was 
given a choice between Korea, Kansas, or 
Germany. | chose Germany. After all, | had 
been born there (army brat) and | spoke 
German pretty well. | was assigned to the 
1/54th Infantry Regiment in Bamberg, 
Germany (we later became 6/6 Infantry) 

By day-two in Germany, | found the MARS 
station on post and talked to the local German 
ham who ran it about getting my German 
license. Service members who had a U.S. ham 
license were eligible to apply for one of the 
"DA" call-signs. So | became DA2UI. 


My unit was deployed to Saudi Arabia / Kuwait 
/ |raq in late 1990 against Saddam Hussein. 
Sadly we didn't get permission to bring ham 
gear, but | did do a lot of Shortwave Listening. 
Returning the Germany after the war was over, 
| had a new Kenwood TS-440SAT Station 
waiting for me as my ‘war dividend’. 


Four years later | moved back to the States 
after my time in the army was up. | decided to 
study cultural anthropology at the University of 
Wisconsin - Madison. As much as | loved 
anthropology and trying to understand 
humanity and cultures, it was the 90's and the 
Internet was all the rage. So | began working 
as a computer tech at the University. 


One 'radio regret’ | have: Back in 1997, | was 
invited to India to help install a computer 
network for the Dalai Lama and the Tibetan 
Government in Exile. My regret is | didn't 
manage to get permission to operate (I had all 
of two weeks from the time | was invited to 
India to the time | departed for that amazing 
place) from India, so | left my gear behind. To 
this day | wonder what the bands sound like 
from there. 
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In 2000, | moved to San Francisco. | worked 
initially at a couple dot-coms, but soon was 
hired by UCSF in the Department. | started 
thinking about getting back into ham radio. | 
took a trip over to HRO in Oakland, and that's 
all it took. At that time | applied for a vanity 
call sign, K6+ my initials, KEJEB. 


In 2005, | started building my station and 
antennas. By October | started working at UC 
Berkeley running the Social Science 
Computing Lab, which combines my 
computer/network interests with the Social 
Sciences. 


At some point after moving to the East Bay, | 
heard this guy named Dan, KF6HGO. So| 
gave him a shout out. | joined the Contra 
Costa Communications Club. Pacificon came 
up and | attended, as well as becoming "Wouff 
Hong-ed"). | am now a Life Member of the 
ARRL. | belong to East Bay Amateur Radio 
Club, Northern California Contest Club, 
AMSAT, FISTS, World Radio Relay League, 
as well as having a Ten Ten, OMISS, and 
3905 Century Club numbers. This year | was 
nominated the ARRL East Bay Section Public 
Information Coordinator, so I've been building 
a behind-the-scenes process for getting ham 
radio happenings out to the rest of the world, 
and trying to get the rest of the world into ham 
radio. 


Mostly | love to operate HF CW, BPSK, RTTY 
as well as checking in to Bob, AB4AL's 
excellent Tech Net, working satellites, 
operating portable, building QRP kits, trying 
out different antennas, helping out with public 
service events, and getting my friends 
motivated into getting their ham license. 


Politically speaking, | am okay with no-code 


hams. | really think CW is the bee's knees, but 


| no longer feel it's a dividing line between real 
hams or "dumbed-down" hams. | think a lot of 
us have been guilty now and then of looking 
down on those who didn't have to go through 
the FCC fire-walking ritual to get their license. 
Ham radio is a moving target. The technology 
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a typical person wields today would confound 
most 'real hams' of yesteryear. Let's work 
together to recognize the people of all ages 
around us who have all kinds of backgrounds 
with and without technology. That crazy kid 
down the street who has the ridiculous car 
stereo probably has a better understanding of 
electronics than we might give her credit for. | 
think we have to look at our recruiting efforts 
as a one-by-one process. Stay focused, stay 
motivated, and be persistent.

Education Chair John Wood is scheduling a

The next VE exam for the EBARC, ORCA, 
ARCA group will be scheduled for the third 
Sunday in January. In the meantime, there are 
many other opportunities to take an upgrade 
examination. Check the ARRL website for 
further information. 


Planning goes forward for a crab feed in 
February. I'm sure that our committee will have 
an announcement real soon as to the date and 
time. 


On the national front, there is some news to 
report. After a short delay, the 'Omnibus' 
amateur radio preceding, WT Docket 04-140, 
has finally been published in the Federal 
Register. The changes to the amateur radio 
service rules and regulations, Part 97, become 
effective at 12:01 AM EST, on Friday, 
December 15, 2006. The changes affect 
operation in the 80M band CW and phone 
allocations, the 40M CW and phone 
allocations, a small change on 15M, additional 
privileges for Novices and Technicians with 
CW credit on 10M. There are also a host of 
other changes affecting various things, 
including communications with the 
International Space Station, applying for vanity 
call signs, allowing auxiliary operation in 
portions of the 2M band, allowing spread 
spectrum technologies in the 220 MHz band, a 
change in the guidelines on the manufacture of 
RF amplifiers, and some changes in the VE

testing program. The full text of the report in 
order can he found on the FCC web site. 


There are a couple of items in the ‘Omnibus’ 
order that the ARRL has objection to. The 
League is planning to file a petition for 
reconsideration of those items. Those items 
affect several digital modes currently being 
used on HF using J2D emissions, automatic 
control of RTTY on 80M., and the reduction of 
CW and RTTY privileges for all classes of 
licensee on 80M. 


So far, there has been no movement by The 
Commission on the release of The Report and 
Order for 05 - 235, the Morse Code 
Proceeding. Amateurs throughout the United 
States are anxiously awaiting The 
Commission's action on this item. As you will 
have read above, we are planning to teach the 
Morse code class just in case. 


As was commented on last month, The League 
has filed a motion in the US Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia circuit objecting to 
the BPL regulations that the FCC has adopted. 
The National Association of Broadcasters and 
the Association for Maximum Service 
Television have filed a motion with the circuit 
court to intervene in support of The League’s 
motion. While the supporters of BPL are 
expected to file in support of the FCC position, 
the addition of the NAB, and MSTV to the 
League's motion gives the status of the petition 
much greater weight. 


The FCC has invited comments on two 
Amateur Radio related petitions for 
rulemaking. Both petitions seek changes in 
the FCC's Part 97 Amateur Service station 
identification rules. One petition would raise 
the required ID interval to 30 minutes, as well 
as at the end of each communication. The 
other petition goes in the other direction. That 
proposal would require that radio amateurs 
transmit the call signs of stations with which 


they are in communication, plus their own call . 


signs, at the start and end of each single 
transmission or of a series of transmissions 


between stations in communication, each 
transmission of which is of less than three 
minutes, at least every 10 minutes during a 
series of transmissions, and at least every 10 
minutes during any single transmission that is 
more than 10 minutes long. The second 
proposal resembles regulations that were in 
effect many years ago. The first proposal 
would bring the Amateur Service into 
conformity with the rules for commercial 
Stations. Interested parties should comment 
using the FCC's Electronic Comment Filing 
System by November 29. 


The League has asked the American Red 
Cross for clarification on the requirements for 
volunteers for Red Cross communications. 
The ARC has begun requiring background 
checks for their volunteers. ARC has 
contracted with a commercial firm to run the 
background checks, which include a credit 
check. RACES and ARES members should 
check with their local organization about 
background check requirements.

EBARC Packet System Update 
Ralph Hall, W6EFD, Packet SysOp 


This month’s activity report is disappointing 
because of the lack of incoming bulletins. In 
all, there were 19 days during the month when 
no bulletins were received from our bulletin 
forwarding server. We received only 296 
bulletins, 71 of which were generated by US 
packet stations, while the remaining 225 
bulletins were generated by packet stations in 
various other countries. There were a total of 
8 logons, 7 of which were by the same station. 
There was no BBS down time. 


Possible Closure of EBARC BBS 
Ralph Hall, W6EFD, Packet SysOp 


For the past several months, it has become 
increasingly apparent that the W6CUS packet 
bulletin board (BBS) operation is at a 
crossroad and a decision should be made as 
to whether it should remain in operation. This 
question is prompted by the increasing lack of 
incoming packet bulletins from, and virtually no 
outgoing bulletins to, our bulletin forwarding 
server. 


Other packet bulletin boards similar to ours 
have faced the same question and chose to 
close down. Like W6CUS, they have also 
seen a general decline in overall interest in 
packet operation, a major factor which led to 
their ceasing operation. 
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This matter was discussed at length at the 
November 6, 2006 meeting of the EBARC 
Executive Committee. Much consideration 
was given to a major problem; there have been 
no incoming bulletins since October 29, 2006, 
and a diminishing number prior to that. Also, 
there have been several times when the BBS 
received no incoming bulletins for several days 
at atime. This situation is not expected to 
improve. 


The small number of club members or others 
using the BBS was a significant factor. With 
the exception of one packet station, there have 
been few logons to W6CUS this year. During 
the months of February through October, there 
was a total of 104 logons. Of that total, one 
EBARC member made 85 % of them. The 
remainder were made by others, some of 
whom are not EBARC members, and at the 
rate of only 1 or 2 per month. 


The cost of electrical power to keep the BBS 
running “24/7" was a substantial factor in the 
Executive Committee’s decision. After lengthy 
consideration of the above and other factors, it 
was the committee's decision that the limited 
usage of the BBS does not justify its continued 
operation. 


If the BBS is closed down, the committee 
recommends that it be maintained in operable 
condition, available for immediate start-up if 
needed. However, once closed down, the BBS 
would be “out of the loop” of bulletin- 
forwarding stations, and could not start 
receiving incoming or sending outgoing 
bulletins again without a lengthy process of 
getting back into the “loop” of a bulletin- 
forwarding service. 


The BBS could be restarted if needed, such as 
in a public emergency event, and used as a 
“local mailbox”, sending and receiving 
messages between stations that can log-on 
directly to the BBS. Such service, although 
available, might be of limited value to the 
public. 
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The Executive Committee recommends 
keeping the BBS in operation “as is” for a 
period of about two weeks following the 
release of this issue of The Blown Fuse. After 
that period of time, if there are not a number of 
legitimate objections from club members, the 
committee recommends that the BBS be 
maintained in a closed-down, stand-by status 
as described above
